OTTAWA, Dec. 11—Wartime 
tegulations governing the fly- 


ing of all civil aircraft in Canada 
are laid down by an order-in- 
council published last night in an 
extra edition of the Canada Gaz- 
ette. The “Defence Air Regula- 
thions, 1939,” place complete con- 
trol of all air movements in the 
hands of the government, so that 
its officers will know just what 
planes are aloft and what their 
business is. 

Prohibited military areas are 
clearly defined in the regulations, 
and all civil aircraft must give them 
a wide berth except those planes 
flying scheduled air routes and 
possessiig special permission, in 
which case the aircraft must make 
identification signals visible to of- 
ficial watchers on the ground and 
fly at a height not greater than 
2.000 feet. Crews of such planes 
must take an oath of allegiance and 
an oath of secrecy concerning all 
they see while flying over such 
areas, 


OBSERVE CERTAIN RULES 

Internationa] air traffic is re- 
stricted to scheduled air lines and 
planes with special government per- 
mission, in any case, International 
flights may be made only in day- 
light. 

Those civil aircraft permitted 
to fly in Canada must observe 
certain rules. For instance, none 
may carry guns or munitions and 
nothing explosive in character 
except signal flares. Radio trans- 
mitters on planes must be used 
sparingly, only for transmission 
and receiving of messages neces- 
sary to navigation and operation | 
of the aircraft, and the messages | 
must not be in code or in any 
language other than French or 
English. 


No aerial] photography may be 
carried out without the exp 


permission of the government, and 


no plane may fly at night with-

AMSTERDAM, Dec. 11.—Fin- 
land for the present at least ap- 
pears to have been eliminated 
from the wood pulp market of | 
this country, if not from that of 
other countries as well, a quali- 
fied source said yesterday. 

No Finnish pulp cargo has enter 
ed Dutch ports for some days, and 
since even before the Soviet-Fin- | 
nish conflict Germany has been 
holding wood pulp shipment in her | 
Baltic ports awaiting decisions of 
wartime tribunals. 

Dutch maritime and_ business 
circles generally believe the Reich 
is pursuing the double aim of 
blocking all exports to Great Bri- 
tain and France and getting all Bal- 
tic seaborne traffic for her own 
bottoms. 

The Reich merchant fleet, they | 
point out, where it is not taking | 
refuge in neutral ports on the At- | 
lantic and Pacific, is concentrated 
in the Baltic and almost com- 
pletely inactive. Naturally the 
intention is to monopolize Baltic 
trade, and in the case of The 
Netherlands the safest port for 
the Germans is Delfzijl, which 
can be reached from the Kiel 
canal within protection of the 
Frisian Islands and naval bases in 
the area. 

Keen anxiety is felt in the Dutch | 
newsprint industry over the lack of | 
Finnish exports. The largest paper 
manufacturer in The Netherlands, 
Van Gledern and Company, has 
seen its wood pulp imports reduced | 
by about three-quarters so far this 
year in comparison with last year's 
figures.

With just two weeks to go, it will be 
wise to get on with that job of Christmas

Time passes quickly, and procrastina- 
tion tempts when the mercury two weeks 
before Christmas ranges up into near- 
summer levels. But those who do their 
buying early will avoid the fuss and flurry 
and weariness of the belated shopper; and 
those who give early will thereby enable 
those in charge of good will funds to make 
the best possible use and distribution of 
the means put at their disposal. 


Dollars Come Home to Enlist 


It is noted at Washington that people 
in Great Britain, Canada, France, Ger- 
many, Italy and Holland sold substantial 
amounts of their holdings of United States 
securities during the month preceding the 
outbreak of war. Canadian holders liquid- 
ated to a total of $5,852,000, more than 
those of the other five countries put to- 
gether. 

No doubt some Canadians, and others, 
turned their securities into cash because 
they thought they might need the money 
for personal use in the changed and un- 
foreseeable living conditions ahead. But 
it would be doing less than justice to hu- 
man nature to suppose there was not also 
the thought that this capital might be 
needed in Canada to help war-time produc- 
tion of munitions and supplies. 

Canadians who thus liquidated safe in- 
vestments in the United States and trans- 
ferred the money to Canada deserve credit 
for adding to the store available here for 
reproductive use. The repatriated dollars 
have been added to the working capital of 
the nation for its war-time effort. Had 
war been certain to come, it can be he- 
lieved the amount thus brought back to 
do its bit on the industrial front would 
have been many times larger. 


Benito Saw It Coming? 


The Fascist Grand Council was called 
together last week to give something of 
corporate impressiveness to the. pussy- 
footing of Signor Mussolini. It was in- 
structed to say, and did, that Italy will re- 
main neutral; that it is still in alliance 
with Germany but not working on the job; 
and that whatever happens in the Balkan 
peninsula is a matter of interest to it. 

If this is not very explicit, circum- 
stances and recent events make it suffi- 
ciently clear. Herr Hitler is told that, 
having got himself into a suicidal war, he 
can get out of it as he may. And Russia 
that if it intermeddles in Balkan affairs it 
will have to reckon with Italy. The Grand 
Councillors must have wondered why they 
were summoned from their scattered 
homes to hear what they and everyone 
else knew well enough. 

There is, however, a hint of something 
new to outsiders in a clause hitched onto 
the obscure resolution in which Italy's 
interest in Balkan affairs is stated. This 
interest, it is said, is “increased” as the 
result of the conquest and annexation of 
Albania, Did Mussolini so long ago as last 
April foresee that Herr Hitler would throw 
him over for Stalin, and that the latter 
would use Germany as a shield behind 
which to invade the Balkans? Was the 
seizure of Albania intended to give Italy 
status as a Balkan power, and thereby en- 
titled to make Russian activity there a 


It May Not Be War, But— 

It is getting harder and harder to re- 
member Russia is not making war on Fin- 
Jand and has no intention of doing it. If 
Molotoff hadn't said so, nobody could sup- 
pose the Soviet to be maintaining the atti- 
tude of a friendly neighbor toward the 
little republic. 

To the Foreign Commissar it may seem 
that shooting cannons at people across the 
border and sending armies and air bomb- 
ers to lay waste their country are exhibi- 
tions of civility, or even kindliness; that 
seems to be his idea. To those who pay 
less attention to formalities than facts it 
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appears quite clear that Molotoff and his 
associates are waging the bloodiest kind 
of war they know how against the Finns, 
with no conceivable reason but greed, and 
without the candor to put a name to their 
operations, 

Even to the innocent Foreign Commis- 
Sar it must be pretty plain that the Finns 
are putting up something very much like 
war against the invading Reds, and mak- 
ing a first class job of it. Moscow's un- 
declared war, since that seems to be the 
only term for it, has not been going very 
well. In fact it hasn’t been going at all, to 
any purpose. Russian troops at the end 
of a week held a few square miles of snow- 
covered country, but not the particular 
piece of country they were sent to grab, 
and had gained no important port or in- 
land city. And they had paid a price, in 
blood, equipment and money such as an 
army of well trained men has seldom paid 
for nothing to an enemy numbering one- 
third of its number. 

It can hardly be hoped that three mil- 
lion Finns can indefinitely hold their 
ground against one hundred and eighty 
million Russians. But they have made a 
stand that ranks with that of the Belgians 
in 1914, They have shown the Red army 
to be a grossly over-rated fighting ma- 
chine. Had they had equal numbers, Molo- 
toff would be headed for the Urals by this 
time issuing explanations on the run. 


Editorial Notes

The Italian press, under instruction of 
course, informs the world that Mussolini 
will want to have a hand in drawing up the 
peace terms when the war is ended. There 
is no reason why he shouldn’t—if he takes 
a hand in the fighting. But he is only de- 
luding himself if he thinks either Hitler or 
the Allies are fighting the war in order to 
hand him a prize. 


An enemy raider sank a 706 ton 
steamship off the east coat of Africa, 
which may start a string of profitable re- 
flections in the minds of Mr. Hertzog and 
Mahatma Gandhi, or may not. The raid- 
er is probably an armed merchant vessel 
that took refuge in some neutral port 
when the war started, and escaped after 
the guns were dug out of the hold and 
mounted—in disregard of the rule laid 
down by Berlin for Allied trading ships. 
The captain cannot be a very good Nazi, 
however, since he seems to have taken 
care that the crew were not drowned. The 
chief gain from the exploit will be the 
satisfaction in having scored one against 
the warmly detested First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty. Sinking a ship of that size is 
hardly worth the cost.

An illuminative story about war I cull from 
Stoyan Pribichevich’s “World Without End’— 
the story of Balkan ambitions and the efforts to 
establish a Danubian Confederation. A valorous 
and quick-witted Montenegrin mountaineer, 
captured in battle, is being examined by a pom- 
pous officer of Franz Joseph's 
army. Says he to the prisoner: 
“Why do you poor Montene- 
grins fight us?” “For bread,” 
the soldier answered. Then he asked in return: 

“Why do you rich Austrians fight us poor 
people?” 

“For honor,” the officer answers. 

“It seems,” says the soldier, “that everybody 
is fighting for what he hasn't got.” 

One thing M. Pribichevich—son of a former 
Serb leader who beeame minister of the interior 
in post-war Yugoslavia, endured imprisonment 
and died in exile—makes clear: Herr Hitler is 
doomed to disappointment if he regards the Bal- 
kans as a future granary for the Reich. All told 
—Czecho-Slovakia, Hungary, Rumania, Bul- 
garia, Yugoslavia, Albania and Greece—the food 
crop of southeastern Europe, says the author, 
could satisfy but 20 per cent of Germany's food 
needs, and under improved conditions could not 
be made to produce more than 30 per cent.

WHY THEY 
BOTH FOUGHT 


Dr. Fritz Thyssen, German industrial mag- 
nate who helped finance the National Socialist 
movement, believing it would be a restraining 
influence against the demands of labor, is the 
latest of the early Nazis to fly his country, leav- 
ing his possessions behind. Dr. Thyssen, head of 

a great German steel works, 
HITLER TURNS member of the German steel 
ON HIS HELPER trust, a Prussian State Coun- 

sellor and member of the 
Reichstag and the Academy for German Law, 
was one of the most powerful influences for 
placing Hitler in the German chancellorship. 
“Now,” as Ole Bill would say, “Look at the 
b - - - - y mess of things you've made.” 

His offence, for which he had fo fly from the 
Reich to Switzerland for safety, was that he had 
opposed the war and the present war policy of 
Hitler. One of the world’s richest men, he is in 
Switzerland for an “indefinite stay” with his 
wife and child. His German holdings are being 
administered by Baron Kurt von Schroeder, 
Cologne banker and Hitler’s foremost financial 
supporter. Dr. Thyssen can probably kiss his 
German steel mills and possessions goodbye 
should Nazism triumph over democracy in the 
European clash. 

The list of American contributors to Hitler's 
rise to power would bring the blush of shame 
to many a cheek. It includes nearly every major 
corporation on this western continent. The sup- 
pliant is now a tyrant.

An early supporter of Hitler, Otto Strasser, 
gives a picture of the German fuehrer in his 
early days of power. It shows him then to have 
been a mystic, a megalomaniac and a spouter 
carried away by the power of his own words. 
Otto Strasser’s brother Gregor, you may remem- 

ber, was one of Hitler's 
EARLY PICTURE early lieutenants, who was 
OF DER FUEHRER murdered in the Munich 

blood purge of 1934, insti- 
tuted by Hitler to get rid of those party members 
who disagreed from him on policies, or whose 
growing power he feared. Since his brother's 
murder, Otto Strasser withdrew from the Nazi 
party and became leader of the anti-Nazi Black 
Front in Germany. Naturally Otto Strasser was 
blamed for the recent attempt on Hitler's life. 

From his safe retreat in Paris, Otto Strasser 
told of his introduction to the Nazi leader by his 
brother, soon after Hitler became Chancellor. 
Said he: 

“My first conversation with Hitler was also 
our first argument.” 

“ ‘Power!’ he shrieked. ‘We must have power.’ 

“I replied firmly: ‘Before attaining power, 
we must know what we are going to do with it 
Our program is not ready.’ 

“Hitler turned to my brother, saying, ‘Your 
brother and I are destined to quarrel. We must 
have power first, and then we will see what we 
will do with it,’ 

“I found myself,” says Strasser, “face to face 
with a mystic with a feminine sensibility and 
subject to hysterical reaction ... Hitler’s secret 
lies in his receptivity and his discovery of the 
power of words.” 

The Munich bomb outrage, says Strasser, was 
the work of an amateur. “One does not murder 
so blindly. The hatred I bear for Herr Hitler 
is the strongest emotion of my life, but it is not 
blind hatred.” 


On This Date

A hundred years ago yesterday (December 
10, 1839,) there was quite a flurry in the Upper 
Canada Assembly, which had been opened by 
the governor-general designate, Hon. C. E. P. 
Thomson (later Lord Sydenham) on the 3rd. 
The Assembly was debating the address in reply 
to the Speech from the Throne, when Hon. G. S. 
Boulton interrupted proceedings by introducing 
a bill to disqualify certain persons from being 
candidates or even voting at elections, This was, 
of course, aimed at those who had been indicted 
for alleged participation in the rebellion of 1837 
or the border raids of 1838, who had been either 
tried and acquitted or released without trial, 
thus being technically restored to their rights as 
citizens. , 

Such a proposal naturally provoked protest 
from the Reformers, one of whose spokesmen was 
William Hamilton Merritt, M.P. for Haldimand, 
who had, both as public man and as magistrate, 
done his best to mitigate the sufferings of those 
accused of sedition and of restoring them to 
citizenship. Some of the Tories accused Merritt 
of being in sympathy with the “rebels” (al- 
though he had aided in the suppression of the 
rebellion) and alleged that there were Hunters’ 
lodges right in St. Catharines, ready to rise when 
an invasion “planned at Buffalo and Detroit,” 
was ready,

Another Park 


British Columbia is to have a new park. 
Steps are being taken to set aside a large area 
in East Cariboo, the announced object being to 
preserve some fine stands of timber there. 

The government of the province is to be com- 
mended for taking this step. British Columbia 
has resources that can be enjoyed only through 
exploitation, She has other resources that are 
destroyed by exploitation and can only be en- 
Joyed to the full through conservation. Among 
these are her scenic beauties. 

We have already gone much too far in per- 
mitting the destruction of beauty spots for the 
Sake of a quick profit. We have cut logs and 
sold them—sold them once—when, had we con- 
served them, we might have sold them year after 
year for centuries. 

The new park in Cariboo will be added to 

other provincial parks. There are already quite 

a number of them, Garibaldi Park, Tweedsmuir 

Park, Strathcona Park and Mount Robson Park, 
to name only the more famous. We have set 
| 


these parks aside, but we are not doing much to 
make them accessible or useful, and while they 
remain inaccessible and so unknown: they re- 
main to a certain extent in danger.—Vancouver 
Province. 


The Clock That Struck 


Denied information in wartime, how silly 
may be our misgivings, how harmful our mis- 
chief. Take the rumor about the clock told about 
in the London Times, 

An ancient clock in an old town in the west 
of England stopped at 3 o'clock one afternoon. 
Not in the living memory of man had that clock 
stopped before, or had such an augury for good 
or ill ever been recorded in the annals of the 
old place, but the stoppage of that clock in that 
west of England town was announced on the 
English broadcast from Berlin at 6 o'clock that 
same evening. 

England was deeply stirred at this evidence 
of the intimacy with which the Higher Com- 
mand was informed of every little detail, of high 
or low import, of every happening in Great 
Britain, This was disturbing, even frightening, 
as it was whispered from friend to friend, from 
neighbor to neighbor, from barber to customer. 

Only a few details did not click. No Ger- 
man broadcast mentioned the stoppage of any 
clock in England. The clock mentioned in the 
West of England town had not stopped all the 
month. And the town in the West of England 
in which the clock was said to have stopped 
hasn't got a clock. 

Give a reasonable amount of authoritative 
information and the readers of the newspapers 
won't give a hoot about the Germans knowing 
anything that can scare folk waiting for clocks 
to strike or not to strike-—Winnipeg Free Press. 


England’s Great Charter 


The Lincoln Cathedral transcript of Magna 
Carta, the famous document granted by King John 
at Runnymede to the English barons led by the 
Archbishop of Centerbury on July 15, 1215, has 
been deposited in the national library of Congress 
at Washington, and will be sheltered there for the 
duration of the war in Europe. This precious relic 
of the Anglo-Saxon race was on exhibition last 
summer in the British Pavilion at the New York 
World’s Fair, where it gave a thrill to many 
thousands of visitors. The British Government 
did not wish to incur the risk of sending across 
the Atlantic at this time the best of the four 
copies of the Great Charter that are extant. Hence, 
in accordance with instructions from London, the 
Marquess of Lothian, British Ambasgador to the 
United States, has just transferred to the custody 
of the Librarian of Congress, Mr. A. MacLeish, a 
copy of what the historian Hallam described as 
the keystone of English liberty. This historic 
document will be safeguarded by this high official 
at Washington until ocean travel becomes safe 
enough for the transcript of the Great Charter to 

be returned to the Dean and Chapter of Lincoln 
Cathedral. 

The fundamental principles of Magna Carta 
provided the foundation on which Americal liber- 
ties have been well and truly built, and in de- 
positing this invaluable copy of the Great Charter 

at the Capitol at Washington, manifestly a very 
safe resting place for it has been found. Mr. Mac- 
Leish, in agreeing to become its custodian for the 
time being, very finely expressed the significance 
| of the transfer when he said the action was one 
“full of meaning for our time.’ The transcript 
will be guarded, we may be sure, with the same 
| jealousy that the people of the United States are 
ever prepared to exercise in protecting the living 
body of their own democratic law which has 
sprung from the “keystone of English liberties.” 

Pending the final outcome of a conflict which 
has virtually challenged those liberties, Magna 
Carta could not have a more fitting shrine than 
the one it now occupies tn a gallery of the national 
library of Congress right across from the one 
where its spiritual offspring repose, two other 
charters of liberty—the Declaration of Independ- 
ence and the United States Constitution.— 
Montreal Gazette.

The troubles arising from the 
colon being irritable or spastic are 
apparently on the increase, as I re- 
ceive many requests from my article 
along this line. 

The colon which is “irritable” will 
often become upset by so simple a 
thing as the use of too many salads 
or too many fruits skins as the 
colon is jn that state where it is 
easily irritated by the cellulose 
contained in such foods. Nervous 
tension, ovey-work, emotional strain 
and similar situations may also 
cause a flare-up of the irritable 
stage. 

In the spastic 
temporary contraction of certain 
musclar fibres. Such a spasm Nar- 
rows the colon at the spots where 
it occurs. The result is tenderness 
throughout the affected area. 

The symptoms seen in the irrit- 
able colon or the spastic colon are 
many and varied. Usually there is 


some disturbance of the peristaltic | 
action of the colon and instead of; 


the usual rhythmical movements, 
these become clutching, gripping, or 


irregular, giving rise to a colicky} 


sensation. The patient may com- 
plain of pain and tenderness in one 
part of the colon, or throughout the 
colon, or of a diffused tenderness 
which takes in much of the lower 
abdomen. During some phases, the 
bowel movements are loose and 
watery, causing diarrhea; while in 
other phases, constipation is ob- 
served, with the movements being 
hard, like little round balls. Di- 
gestive difficulties are common, 
Patients with colons which are 
liable to become irritable or spastic 
are usually of the intelligent type. 
They may be very nervous, tending 
to keep going on nervous energy. 
The patient will usually be found 
to be living on a high nevrous ten- 
sion, and the physical expression of 
that tension takes the form of a 


colon, we find a} 


tensed colon, which becomes irrit- 
able or spastic, or both. Anything 
which adds to the emotional load 
being carried by the patient is gen- 
erally followed by a fresh flare-up 
of the symptoms. Reducing the 
mental and emotional load, with the 
enjoyment of a period of peace and 
quiet, usually relieves the symp- 
toms to a great extent. 

During one of the stages when the 
colon is acting up, the use of heat 
over the abdomen, fasting for a few 
days, as much physical rest as pos- 
sible, and cleansing of the colon 
with the enema, will often be pro- 
ductive of good results. In some 
cases of spastic colitis marked by 
extreme terslerness and by the se- 
cretion of mucus in large amounis, 
the patient may find that the enema 
will not work, but this phase is 
often temporary and if the enema 
is repeated a little later after heat 
has been used, it may then prove 
successful.

Book Of The Week 


(Reviewed by C, A. LYNDON) 


It is safe to say that no question 
is more pertinent to Britons today 
than the simple one, “How Strong 
Is Britain?” The man in the street 
finds his efforts to assess an answer 
barred by a host of unknown factors 
beyond his powers of interpreta- 
tion. His thanks can now be profer- 
red to a well-informed and widely- 
known German newsman, Count 
Puckler, who has provided an un- 
biased picture of present-day Brit- 
ain in his “How Strong Is Britain?” 

Count Puckler writes from a fair- 
ly broad acquaintance with the 
British empire, having served for 
some years as London correspon- 
dent of leading German press 
houses. What is more, he 1s cred- 
ited with being closely assuociated 
with the present German foreign 
minister and ex-ambassador, 
Ribbentrop. One cannot help feel- 
ing that the author has assessed the 
true weight of the empire much 
more accurately than has hig dis- 
tinguished countryman who js still 


| reported as being skeptical of our 


ability to wage war. 

The author of this volume wrote 
for German readers, in the hope, we 
may assume, that his countrymen 
might have something more than 


for the 
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,mere fanatical rantings from party 
hustings upon which to base their 
| decision of war or no war. He has 
made no effort to discount the 
power of the British Common- 
wealth nor to exaggerate it. His one 
great fear for Britain, that the “stay- 
jing power” which had won her 
| preyious wars might now be inef- 
fective because the first sudden 
| lightning stroke might be the only 
one, has now lost most of its dread 
| since the lightning stroke did not 
come before the empire forces 
could be mobilized. 

Herr Puckler does see soine in- 
| herent weaknesses in the set-up of 
| the empire, but they will appear to 
| the layman as being weaknesses that 
jcan be eliminated by a regenera- 
tion of that age-old spirit of Pritish
